Transmission outages on the Al¬ 
berta leg of the Trans-Canada 
micro-wave system will be reduced 
through installation of this cable 
car at the Crows Nest station. In 
tile: event of equipment trouble at 
the mountain-top tower site, Al¬ 
berta Government Telephone main¬ 
tenance men edn use the cable car 
for speedy ascent from valley road. 
Truck road gouged out of mount¬ 
ainside during tower construction 
U: subject to frequent blocking for 
extended periods. Multi-thousand 
dollar electronic equipment at sta¬ 
tion is linked with Calgary term¬ 
inal by an alarm circuit and order 
wire. The 250 foot tower is built 
to withstand winds up to 100 miles 
per hour. Cost of cable car in¬ 
stallation is estimated at $50,000. 

Alberta’s most westerly link in 
the Trans-Canada microwave sys¬ 
tem was recently put into opera¬ 
tion by Alberta Government Tele¬ 
phones at a point less than a mile 
from the British Columbia bound¬ 
ary. The tower is located atop a 
mountain peak in the Crows Nest 
Ridge, some 15 miles west of Cole- 

Choice of the site was influenced , 
by a fortunate natural phenomena. 
Ar. unobstructed transmission path 
extends through the mountain val¬ 
ley back to the tower at Pincher 
Creek and forward to the first 
British Columbia tower at Fernie. 

Miscrowave transmission allows 
only slight offsets from a perfectly 
straight, line. Alberta Government 
Telephones engineers say that had 
the mountain ridge upon which the 
lower is built been situated as 
much as one-quarter mile north 
or south of the required site a much 
more difficult construction ‘prob¬ 
lem would have been faced. 

A bed-rock anchor helps the 250 
foot tower withstand winds up to 
300 miles per hour. It will not 
sway one degree in winds u» to 
100 miles per hour, a frequent oc¬ 
currence in this mountain section. 
Even a minor sway of one degree 
will distort microwave signal.

er was accompl'shed by gouging a 
truck road out of the mountain¬ 
side to link up with a permanent 
valley road about 1,000 feet low- 
ei down. The truck road is subject 
to frequent blocking from snow 
and rock slides. An alternative me¬ 
thod of access had to be devised 
to enable speedy servicing of dell- 
cute electronic equipment at the 
site. The problem was solved 
through installation of a cable car. 

End terminals only are used for 
suspending the conveyance. Eleva¬ 
tion is over 1,000 feet and distance 
is about 2800 feet. Single anchor 
suspension cable is one-inch di¬ 
ameter. The endless traction cable 
is three-quarter inch In thicknesss. 
The car may be operated by con¬ 
trols at either top or bottom term¬ 
inal. Only control inside the cage 
is a safety brake to be used in 
case of cable breakage. A telephone 
circuit connects terminals and car. 

2 25 horsepower electric motor 
- drives the cable car, which is large 
enough to carry two or three men 
and light tools. Travel speed is 
about 500 feet per minute, for both 
ascent or descent. Speed is auto¬ 
matically reduced at the approach 
?o either terminal landing, bring¬ 
ing the car in at a crawl. An aux¬ 
iliary four cylinder gas motor will 
’ cut in automatically in event of a 
power failure. 

Total cost of the cable car in¬ 
stallation is estimated at about #50,- 
000. Multi-thousand dollar equip¬ 
ment housed in a building adjacent 
to the tower is controlled from the 
Calgaty terminal of the Trabs- 
Canada Microwave System. 

Trouble at the towel site is re¬ 
layed to the Calgary terminal by 
means of an alarm circuit equip¬ 
ped with 42 alarm lights. A diesel 
power standby unit, designed to 
cut in when power failures occur, 

* r .ay be remotely tested for opera¬ 
te readiness from the Calgary 

station. If trouble should develop, 
the cable car installation assures 
that workhten will be able to reach 
the scene quickly regardless of 
weather or road conditions. 

D.P.W. Starts on 
Nehr Projects in 
Tlie Pass 

Mr. Joe Hanrahan, Department 
of Public Works supervisor for the 
Pass area, informed The Journal 
this week that there will be two 
new bridges built and a camp kit¬ 
chen. The new bridges will be in. 
one across the Crows Nest river to 
Hillcrest and the other across the 
Crows Nest River at Byron Creek. 

Equipment and material have 
arrived for these jobs. Bridge crews 
will arrive shortly. 

The camp kitchen will be built 
■; Island Lake by the Jubilee Sign 
Board. Men are now working on 
this project. Other improvements 
for this site will be a shore road 
for tourists along the lake front at 
Island Lake. 

All extra labor required will be 
taken from the Pass area. 


Crows Nest Pass 
Favors Gas Export 

Support for early gas export 
came from an unexpected source 
a-t- hearings of the Alberta Oil 
and Gas Conservation Board into 
the export application of West- 
coast Transmission Co., resumed 
at the Jubilee Auditorium on 
Tuesday. 

The coal town of Coleman and 
the other towns of the Crows Nest 
Pass area threw their support be¬ 
hind the export proposal. Coleman 
was designated as a site for a 
Westcoast sour gas treating plant 
if the Westcoast plan for export 
through the Graves Nest PaSs to the 
U. S. should be approved. 

Industries Needed 
The brief presented by Mayor 
N, E. Aboussafy of Colemah, said 
in part: 

‘‘If these communities (in the 
Pass) are to continue, there must 
be additional industries to sup¬ 
plement the revenues from the de¬ 
clining coal trade. Throughout this 
area there already exists all of 
the municipal machinery and social 
services necessary to industry, and 
a quick favorable decision by your 
board could stabilize the already 
shaky economy of this region." 

Mayor Aboussafy said coal min¬ 
ing operations in the Pass are only 
;■ shadow of their former size. In 
1949 coal production in the area 
was 8,616,983 tons. Last year it 
was 3,155.354 tons and a continuing 
beeline is expected this year. 

Pay Rolls Reduced 
Payrolls dropped from $3,615,- 
216 in 1952 to $959,247 in 1957. 
Number of men employed in the 
coal industry in that area in 1952 
was 1250 against 241 last year 
and less than 200 this year. 

In the Pass district 1604 men 
receive unemployment insurance, 
and 784' are totally unemployed. 

Construction of pipeline, treat¬ 
ing plants and pumping stations 
would prove considerable addition¬ 
al employment and revitalize the 
area which has been hard-hit by the 
decline of coal. 

The City of Calgary supplement¬ 
ed its eaTlier presentation before 
the board by stressing that Cal¬ 
gary consumers should not have 
to depend on export lines for their 
natural gas but should have re¬ 
serves designated for their use. 

Fields, the city brief said, that 
should be set aside for Calgary in¬ 
clude Foremost, Bow Island, Oko- 
toks, Calgary, Jumping Pound, Sar- 
cee, Turner Valley, Sundre, West¬ 
ward Ho. Harmattan and Cross¬ 
field.

When he was 
tour years old she began teaching 
him to sketch pictures of Jesus in 
pencil. 

He Continued drawing while at- 
• 'ending primary school and won a 
scholarship to the Academy of Fine 
Arts at Lvov. After coming to Can¬ 
ada he studied fine arts at Edmon¬ 
ton and then Montreal. 

Zadorozny then took his suc¬ 
cession of jobs. He sold little of 
his work and often unable to 
paint and eain money — went 
hungry until his style attracted 
.Man Thomson, vice-president of 
1 oundation Company of Canada. 

Mr. Thomson noticed several Za¬ 
dorozny water colors hanging in a 
YMHA building and gave the art¬ 
ist financial assistance after hear¬ 
ing of the man’s plight. 

Four years ago Zadorozny join¬ 
ed the museum staff and continued 
to paint in his spare time. 

Special studies 
aid geophysics 
in Newfoundland 

St. John’s. Mid. (cp) At least 
live Newfoundland centres are 
probing the secrets of earth, sea 
and sky in Older to compile data 
hi connection with the Interna¬ 
tional Geophysical Year, which be¬ 
gan last July 1 and runs to the 
end of 1958. 

Newfoundland will contribute 
findings in the fields of meteor¬ 
ology, geomagnetism, aurora, air 
g.ow, ionosphere, oceanography, 
gravity and atomic radiation. In¬ 
formation in these fields will sup¬ 
plement studies being carried 
across Canada. In turn, Canada's 
information will be put into a 
world pool ot new material. 

Most Newfoundland studies are 
being made at St. John’s, Goose 
Day, Labrador, Argentia and Ste- 
phenville, Mid. Meteorology is 
tudied at all Newfoundland wea¬ 
ther stations except Gander and it 
is hoped more accurate methods of 
forecasting weather will be found. 

The physics if Ionosphere, a lay¬ 
er of upper atmosphere extending 
from 50 to 250 miles above the 
earth, is under study here. Scient¬ 
ists use radio waves to probe the 
electrically-charged area and it is 
hoped their findings will lead to 
improved electronic navigation and 
better radio and TV reception. 

This port city is also charting 
water levels, temperatures, salin¬ 
ity and ocean currents as part of a 
program extending from here to 
Halifax and northward to Reso¬ 
lute Bay in the Arctic. Aurora, 
commonly known as the northern 
lights, along witn geomagetnism- 
ihe earth’s magnetic field — are 
being observed at Goose Bay.
